BOARD MEETING 
ASTORIA GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB 


December 20, 1966 


The regular meeting of the Astoria Country Club Board of 
Director was called to order by President Maize at the Bumble Bee

‘Dave Hobbs, reporting on the activities of che club, indi- _ 
cated that the Holiday Ball was a tremenducus success. The Board 
of Directors cocktail party cost each member of the board $16.50. 
The big ballroom redecoration project is supposed to be in right 
after the first part of the year. 


Dave further brought up, under membership, that David 
Scoggins was proposed as @ prospective new member. Dave indicated 
that there are 10/7 paid up certificate members, 43 time plan mem- 
bers, six non-participating members, 20 social members, 13 juniors, 
115 non-resident members, three military members, five longevity 
members and two honorary members.

von Euy, reporting on the Greens Committee, indicated @ study 
is being made of needs for the coming year. A bronze plaque has 
been ordered for the pro shop and will be dedicated to Charley Halder~- 
man. The dedication date is to be set in the future and Don Edy 


and Jerry McCallister appoinced to work on this matter. 


There was a discussion of the new club manager and it was 
agreed that Lou Wrenn would cake over the first of the year on & 
temporary basis. Don Edy and Tom Williane will be determining the 
wages to be paid to Lou and report further Co the board, 


George Abrahamsen, reporting on the building committee, in- 
dicated that a fire hydrant placed at our property line by the City 
of Warrenton would reduce our insurance premiums hy $600 per year. 
The cost of such fire hydrant and lines will be approximately $3,000. 
The City of Warrenton would do the actual labor. There was @ dis- 
cussion on this matter, but no action taken at this tie. 


Upon mocion duly made anc seconded, it was uraninously 
passed that we approve David B. Scoggins for wewbership. 


Concerning Mrs. Gray's letter cf resignation, the Secretary 
was directed to write a letter: to Mrs. Gray infocning het thet the 
matter was oresent ly under consideration and we would advise her in 
due course as to Che action taken b the Bosra. The Secretary was 
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also directed to write a Letter to Mr. Collins indicating the same 
thing. 


A letter was read from a group of Lugene senior golfers 
concerning their offer to put henches on the 9th and 18th tees for 
better observation by golf watchers. The resident decided to turn 
this matter over to the Building Committee for further study and 
George Abrahamsen was directed to investigate the matter further. 
The Secretary was directed to seni a letter to the Eugene Seniors' 
group thanking thea for their offer and relating to them that the 
matter was presently under consideration.

Tommy indicated further that Lou Wrenn has been acting as 
manager and will continue to do'so, at least until the first pert of 
May. He and his committee are presently scwening applicants for the 
46h of club manager.

The writer has many, many times, as we know have you, been asked, 
what does the PNGA do? Contributing members of all category clubs ask this 
question quite often. We recently, with this question in mind, have pre- 
pared an up to date listing of "WHAT DOES THE PNGA DO FOR ME?" 


A copy is herewith enclosed. Please post this in the most conspicuous 
place you can find at your club, as it is IMPORTANT -- USE YOUR PNGA BOARD. 


One of the committees whose members are among the many dedicated people 
who represent PNGA (on a no pay basis), is our Taxation Committee. 


On Thursday, March 28, 1968, Mr. Sid Milligan, our Vice-President and 
a member of the Eugene Country Club in Eugene, Oregon, appeared before the 
Interim Committee on Taxation for the State of Oregon. The Committee was 
composed of state senators, state legislators and lay members. Accompanying 
and assisting Sid were the following: Mr. Dale Johnson of the Cregon Golf 
Association; Mr. Bob Hedges, Manager of the Portland Golf Club; and the 
regional director of the Golf Managers Association of America. 


The purpose of the hearing was to present matters and arguments per- 
taining to real property taxation as it affects golf courses, both public 
and private. The problem as the committee presented it was of course that 
there appears to te a substantially higher taxing of golf courses as the 
cities move around them and the real property assessments become higher and 
higher. They expressed fear in many instances that golf courses would be 
forced out of business as golf courses, on account of the high real property 
assessments and taxation. 


Our committee fears that if tax relief is not granted to the golf 
courses, many of them will turn into subdivision or other uses. The open 
spaces will be lost and probably many acres will be taken off the tax rolls 
with the advent of more municipally owned and operated golf courses. 


There is much more to be said, and at this point please read copy of 
article enclosed, which appeared in your Guard-Register on Wednesday, April 10, 


1968. 


ALL OREGON GOLF CLUB PRESIDENTS wea April 16, 1968 


I feel strongly in this regard, as you must after reading this lengthy 
letter, and my feeling is that this letter should be read in its entirety at 


your next board meeting and then placed where ALL of your members can see 
and read it. 


Mr. Milligan further states that the main problem with which we are 
confronted is to find a means of following up our created position. The 
attitude of the Oregon Interim Committee appeared to be receptive and fav- 
orable, but of course in order to get anything done the presentation has 
to be taken to the legislature. Some way must be found so that we can 


continue pursuit or our actions (committee) will die and so may many golf 
courses. 


What is PNGA doing? One of the many things it is doing is trying to 
save your golf course. 
Lets give our committee all the help we can.

Plans to install sprinklers in the new Club House. 


We have obtained an estimated rate for the new building 
of $2.11 without sprinklers and $.350 with sprinklers. 


There are two major requirements: 
(1) An approved installation 


(2) A water requirement of 1,000 gpm for at 
least 24 hours or 120,000 gallons. 


On the second requirement, they require either gravity supply 
or pump supply - two pumps necessary with two separate sources 
of power, and 15 pounds pressure at the highest sprinkler head, 
providing 500 gpm pumper truck available within three miles 
distance otherwise 35 pounds pressure required at the grade. 

In any event, if you do propose to install a sprinkler system, 
I recommend that the entire plan be submitted to the Oregon 
Insurance Rating Bureau for its approval before it is accepted.

President presented the Christmas bonus for the employees and in 
line with those of last year it was moved by T. Sandoz and seconded by G, 
Hediger that $75 be given to Alan and Roy, $50 to Gordey, Joe and Don 
Fry and $20 to Mrs, Schmitz. Marlow also received +495. Motion passed. 


President opened nomination for President. Abrahamsen nominated 
by T. Sandoz with second by Jerry McCallister, end Vern Davis was 
nominated by Swanson with second by Jim McCallister, George Abrahamsen 
was elected. Harry Swanson nominated by Geroge Abrahamsen and seconded 
by Bill VanDusen and no further nominations a unanimous ballot was cast 
and Swanson was elected Vice President. George Hediger nominated by Bill 
VanDusen with second by Jim McCallister and with no further nominations a 
unanimous ballot was cast for him for Secretary, Jerry McCallister nominated 
by Bill UanDusen with second by Jim McCallister for treasure and there 
being no further nominations a unanimous ballot was cast and he was elected. 
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Reception for new officers and directors was discussed as published 
in "Heres How" to be held from 2 to 5 P.K. Sunday, December 15, 1968, 
in the tempoary club house and the club to pick up the tab. New directors 
and officers to give one at their expense at the openins of the new 
club house next summer, 


Announced that next regular beard mesting would be at Bumble Bee 
Directors room at 7:30 P.M. December 17, 1968, 


fT. Sandoz made some suggestions for the revision of the revised 
by-laws and left them with the President. Discussion also followed on 
presentation of building plans to the membership and it is hoped 
that both these plans and the revised by-laws can be presented at a 


meeting to be held in January if possible at the Astoria High School
